It  must  be  understood  that  the  foregoing  figures  are  average 
figure  and  include  yields  from  good  and  bad  farms.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  the  yields  on  the  good  farms  of  Nova  Scotia 
during  the  past  years  have  been  in  many  cases  double  and 
sometimes  nearly  treble  thesi  general  averages.  For  example 
standard  yields  on  the  well-farmed  lands  of  the  province  are 
from  50  to  60  bushels  oats.  aSO  to  350  bushels  potatoes.  900  to 
1200  bushels  turnips  and  2j  lo  .1  tons  of  hay  per  acre.  The  total 
value  of  all  farm  products,  including  live  stocl{.  is  $28,880,000.
